Alarm in London. 


Air raid warnings, sounded inh 
London at the height of the morn- 
ing rush to work, sent thousands 
of persons ‘scurrying to shelters, 
but the Air Ministry later an- 
nounced the signals were in error 
and began an investigation. 

In a joint communique with the 
Ministry of Home Security, the Air 
Ministry said: 

“An air raid warning was given 
in the East Kent area shortly after 
9 o'clock this morning, and the all- 
clear was given after 10 minutes.

The United Charities rule is that 
no payment can be made to a hos- 
pital unless its annual statement 
shows a deficit, in which case pay- 
ment is made for.charity work on 
a per diem basis. 

The hospital heads, in a ‘letter 
to United Charities last week, re- 
jecting the offer of membership, 
declared: “You propose to make 
payment only to those hospitals 
which spend more than they re 
ceive. You refuse to help any 
hospital, regardless of how much 
free work it might do, if it has 
been sufficiently cautious and well 
managed to keep its expenses in 
line with receipts.” 

In reply, Oliver F. Richards, 
president of United Charities, is- 
sued a statement saying the four 
hospitals were fully aware of the 
plans being worked out for distri- 
bution of funds before they applied 
for membership.

NDIANAPOLIS, Ind@., Oct. 30 
'* (AP) —Ernest Pletch, who shot 
and killed Carl Bivens, Brookfield 
(Mo.) flying instructor, in an air- 
plane Friday, made the following 
‘statement to Indiana State Police: 


T, Ernest P. Pletch, make the 
following statement voluntarily to 
Capt. Walter Eckert of the Indiana 
State Police and I have been ad- 
vised that I do not have to make 
any statement and that any state- 
ment I do make may be used 
against me in court. 

I 29 years old and my 
home is at Frankfort, Ind. Last 
Tuesday, Oct. 24, I asked my* sis- 
ter, Pauline,Pletch, for the use of 
her automobile, a 1932 Ford V-8 
coupe. I intended to go to Hannibal, 
Mo., to get my wife, nee Frances 
Bales. I intended to return to my 
father’s farm on the following day. 
As I was broke at the time, I 
took 17 gallons of gasoline, a 12- 
gauge shotgun and a radio that be- 
longed to my father and sister. 
| I was unable to locate my wife 
‘and heard that she had gone South 
|with the Imperial show, with which 
she was working. While in Hanni- 
|bal I went out to the airport and 
|\considered taking airplane flying 
‘lessons, as I always have been in- 
|terested in flying; but gave up the 
idea when I found out that they 
charged $8 an hour for lessons. 
The instructor told me about an 
|instructor at Brookfield, Mo., who 
only charged $6.25 an hour, so I 
decided to go over there. When I 
got to Brookfield I met this in- 
structor, whom I learned was Car] 
Bivens. I arrived in Brookfield 
Thirsday morning. 

Taxes Lessons From Bivens. 

I had an hour and a half instruc- 
tion Thursday. Bivens used 
‘Piper Cub sport model plane; this 
plane did not belong to Bivens per- 
‘sonally and I understand it was 
owned by a man named Watson. 
| I slept in my car that night, and 
'the next morning about 7:30 o’clock 
I had another lesson. Just before 
we started this lesson Bivens asked 
me my name, and when I told him 
he said the name sounded familiar. 

I then told him I had flown 
‘around that country last summer. 
'The occasion when I had flown to 
Missouri was when I had stolen 
an airplane in Frankfort, Ind., and 
had flown it to Missouri. Bivens 
recalied this incident. We were 
up for an hour, and then had to 
land as a mail plane was due to 
pass over the airport at 2 p. m. 

While we were sitting in the 
plane waiting to take off again 
after the mail plane passed, Bivens 
made the statement to me that 
where I had done wrong when [ 
stole the plane in Wrankfort was 
in going west instead of south. He 
explained to me that if I had gone 
to Mexico I could have taken out 
the title in my name and not got- 
ten into trouble. He went into 
considerable detail expla’ \ing how 
I could change the identity of the 
plane in such a manner that it 
would never have been discovered. 

Says Bivens Agreed to Theft. 

After the mail plane passed I 
again took off and was up. for 
about an hour. Bivens was not 
iwith me on this trip. When I 


landed, Bivens and I again started 


'talking, and he mentioned that he 


was in debt and not satisfied with 
his work at Brookfield. 


Because of the way he talked 
of the ease with which a stolen 
plane could be covered up in Mex- 
ico and because he seemed so dis- 
satisfied at Brookfield, I got the 
idea that he was willing to take 
a plane and go to Mexico with me. 
I finally asked him if he would be 
willing to take the plane and go. 
After studying for a while he said 
he would. After we both agreed to 
do this we immediately took off. 
(Before this I had told Bivens I 
wanted to visit with my folks at 
Frankfort before going South.) 


We took off and headed east 
and after being in the air for a 
short time he asked me why I car- 
ried a gun in my automobile. I 
assumed he referred to my father’s 
shotgun, which was in the rear 
seat of my sister’s car, and which 
I imagine his son had seen and 
told him about. I told Bivens I 


fearried the gun with the intention 


of trading it for gasoline if nec- 
essary. He then accused me of 
having a gun on my persop. I 
denied this was true, but I actually 
do have a .32-caliber nickel-plated 
Hopkins & Allen revolver, which 
I had purchased in Indianapolis 
one month previous toe this time, 
and which I was carrying in a 
pair of pants I was wearing under 
my coveralls. 

Bivens then stated that he was 
withdrawing from our plan to steal 
this plane and also said that he 
was going to land the plane and 
“turn me in.” I told him that he 
was as much responsible for the 
plan as I and that he was not 
going to double cross me. We 
began arguing, and then both of 
us became madder and madder. 

At this time Bivens was in the 
front seat of the plane and I was 
in the rear. Both of us were han- 
dling the controls. 


Description of Fight. 
After we had argued for a while 


his right arm and pulled me for 
ward. As he pulled me forward 
my body pushed the control stick 
forward and the plane went into a 
power dive. We grappled for a few 
seconds, and I realized if we kept 
on fighting we would crash. I pulled 
the revolver, which was in my pants 
pocket, and fired two shots, both of 
which hit him in the back of the 
head. 


At the time I fired these shots 
Bivens had his right arm around 
‘my neck and was pulling me for- 
ward. 

After I fired the first shot, I 
though he might stiffem on the

His body slumped forward on the 
controls causing the plane to con- 
tinue its.dive. I reached forward 
and pulled his body back away 
from the controls and had to’reach 
down and pull his feet off the rud- 
der bars, After a few seconds’ 
time I got the plane straightened 
out. After this I began looking 
around for a place to land. 

I flew for about 15 minutes, I 
judge, until I sighted a suitable 
looking field, near a town, the 
Rame of which [ t know.

not make it, and had to circle 
around again before I finally came 
down. I taxied up near a fence 
and got out and placed Bivens’ 
body near the fence. As I saw 
some children coming in my direc- 
tion, I immediately took off again 
and flew a mile or two on east 
and landed again to get gasoline. 
I had a truck driver get gasoline 
for me on this occasion. I then 
flew on to a farm near a small town’ 
in the eastern part of Missouri. 


Flies Over Father’s Farm. 


I stayed at this farm over night. 
At this farm I changed into a pair 
of overalls which the farmer gave 
me and left my coveralls at the 
farm. There was quite a bit of blood 
on these coveralls, much of which I 
got on them when I was removing 
Bivens’ body from the plane. 


After remaining at the farm over- 
night, I left there this morning 
about 8:30 and flew to Indiana, I 
got gasoline this morning north of 
Indianapolis. near United States 
Highway No. 52, and then flew over 
around Frankfort around my fa- 
ther’s farm. 

Later in the day I flew over by 
Bloomington and was arrested there 
a short time after landing. This 
was a short time before 6 p. m. 

I wish to state that I had pur- 
chased the revolver in Indianapolis. 
about one month ago, becausé my 
father-in-law had threatened me if 
I ever came on his place again in 
Missouri. He did not like me be- 
cause I had been working for a 
carnival, I got it for self protec- 
tion, inasmuch as I intended to go 
over there and get my wife. 


Borrowed Sister’s Auto. 


I also wish to state that my sis- 
ter, Pauline, loaned to me her car 
on Oct. 24, for this specific pur- 
pose of taking my little girl, Carro) 
Joy, aged 4, to the moving pictures 
in Frankfort. Neither my sister, 
Pauline, nor any other mémber of 
my family knew at the time that 
I was going to go to Hannibal, Mo., 
for the purpose of getting my wife 
and returning to Indiana. 

I have read this statement care- 
fully, and it is the truth to the 
best of my knowledge and belief.

MOLOTOY LIKELY 
10 STATE RUSSIAN 
ATTITUDE ON WAR 


Expected to Address Coun- 
cil Tomorrow When Re- 
turn of Territory Will Be 
Celebrated. 


MOSCOW, Oct. 30 (AP). — The 
fifth extraordinary session of the 
Soviet Supreme Council, summoned 
for tomorrow, is ‘expected to be & 
triumphal celebration on the re- 
uniting of White Russia and the 
Western Ukraine with Soviet Rus- 


ia. 

These two provinces, which went 
to Poland after the World War, 
have been returned to Russia by 
the Russian-German partition of 
Poland. 

Premier - Foreign Commissar 
Vyacheslav Molotov probably will 
make a report to the Council, or 
Parliament. In view of opinion 
expressed in the controlled press, 
some foreign observers think Molo- 
tov may outline the Russian atti- 
tude toward the war in Europe. 

The press has repeatedly urged 
a cessation of hostilities in Eu- 
rope and has called it an “imperial- 
istic war.” Soviet newspapers 
have blamed Britain and France 
for the war’s continuance and 
argued in essence that “it should 
be stopped before it becomes a 
second world war.” 


Delegates From New Territory. 
A delegation of 66 members of 
the newly elected National Assem- 


bly of the Western Ukraine left 
Lwow yesterday for Moscow and a 
similar delegation was expected to 
leave Belostok, White Russia, to- 
day to report to the Supreme 
Soviet. 

They will ask the Council to ad- 
mit them to the Union of Soviet 
Socialist Republics. There was no 
doubt the requests would be 
granted. 3 

The delegations were expected 
to be singled out for the honor 
of being received by Joseph Stalin. 

The Council session is likely to 
last five or six days; probably clos- 
ing a day or two before the cele- 
brations beginning Nov. 7 of the 
twenty-second anniversary of the 
revolution. 

It was considered likely Molotov 
would ask the Council to confirm 
ratification by the Presidium of 
the Supreme Council of the recent- 
ly concluded pacts with Latvia, 
Lithuania and Estonia as well as 
the pact of friendship and frontiers 
with Germany. 


U. S. Senate Assailed in Press. 


Three important Russian news- 
papers attacked yesterday the Unit- 
ed States Senate vote for repeal 
of the arms embargo. 

Commenting on the administra- 
tion’s neutrality legislation, the 
Government newspaper Izvestia said 
“war in Europe was met by Wall 
Street with poorly disguised rejoic- 
ing in expectation of profits on war 
orders, 

“A boom already has begun, but 
it is expected to grow. . Any 
possibility of peace is povibitinsintad 
with fear. 

“This is the background of recon- 
sideration of the embargo by the 
Senate.” 

The Government organ declared 
that only the bourgeois Were inter- 
ested in lifting the embargo and 
that “the masses, ever more insist- 
ently, are demanding that the 
United States stick to neutrality.” 

Red Star, the organ of the Soviet 
army, took the same line as did 
Pravda, the Communist party paper, 
“Will Demand Share of Booty.” 

Red Star asserted the United 
States wanted to aid Britain and 
France, because later, “at the ap- 
propriate moment, they will demand 
their share of the booty—not only 
in money, which they are getting 
for orders filled, but also in terri- 
tory, since they have imperialist 
aims.” 

The United States Senate vote to 
lift embargo on trade with belliger- 
ents was interpreted by Pravda as 
a “victory of those who wish fur- 
ther to unloosen the forces of war.” 

The root of the problem is wheth- 
er the United States will help Brit- 
ain and France against Germany, 
said Pravda, adding that the Sen- 
ate’s decision “clearly demonstrates 
what the bourgeoisie enwparmiee: 
under neutrality.”

Lawyer Stresses Right to Hold 
Outdoor Meetings for Dis- 
cussion of Public Questions. 


The right to hold outdoor meet- 
ings for discussion of public ques- 
tions was declared to be an impor- 
tant part of the constitutional rights 
of American citizens, in a radio talk 
made yesterday by Luther Ely 
Smith and sponsored by the junior 
section of the St. Louis Bar Associa- 
tion. 

The speaker cited an _ historical 
work tracing the right of assem- 
blage, in American and British tra- 
dition, to the springtime market- 
place meetings in the towns of 
Switzerland. 

“Without the right of assembly,” 
he said, “guarantees of free speech 
are empty gestures. The right is 
not unrestricted; the assembly must 
be peaceful, and its location must 
be chosen so as not to constitute a 
nuisance or hamper others engaged 
in legitimate activities.” 

Smith said there was seldom in- 
terference with the right of as- 
semblage by the major political 
parties, or by groups: representing 
a substantial portion of public opin- 
ion. “It is only when the right

banking system for handling the 
warrants; enacting a 3 per cent 
tax on gross cash incomes and 
vesting an “administrator” with 
extensive powers to operate the 
new machinery. 

It is much more comprehensive 
than the preceding plan, which was 
defeated 1,398,999 to 1,143,670 at the 
polls in 1938. The California re- 
tirement life payments association,

1940 OLYMPIC 
GAMES BECOME 
GUESSING GAME 


NEW YORK, Oct. 30 (AP) -—The 
1940 Olympics became an interna- 
tional guessing game today because 
of an announcement from Olympic 
headquarters in Switzerland that 
they might be transferred from Hel- 
sinki, Finland, to Detroit. 

Nobody could be sure what it was 
all about, inasmuch as Finland still 
is planning to hold the games and 
Detroit has not asked for them re- 


cently, and isn’t sure it wants them 
on such short notice. 
There perhaps has been no more 
startling “communique” since Eu- 
rope’s war began than the procia- 
mation of the international Olym- 
pic Committee in Lausanne yester- 
day that the 1940 games would be 
held in Detroit if Finland re- 
nounced its right to stage them. 

The committee’s communique said 
all national] Olympic committees 
had been polled as to whether. they 
would send teams to Helsinki ‘and 
that if their replies were negative, 
as many were expected to be, Fin- 
land would renounce and clear the 
way for removal of the Olympics 
to the United States where many 
of the neutral nations were cer- 
tain to compete. 

Would Welcome Games. 


The consternation this caused 
was something to behold. 

Avery Brundage, president of the 
American Olympic Committee, ; re- 
ported, “there must be some mis- 
take. The committee would not 
award the games to Detroit with- 
out consulting us and we’ve heard 
nothing about it.” 

In Detroit Mayor Richard Read- 
ing, with great civic enthusiasm. 
declared his city would “welcome 
the games with open arms.” But 
his own chairman of a committee 
to obtain the Olympics in 1944, 
Frederic C. Matthai, expressed sur- 
prise at the action and added: 

“There isn’t sufficient time to 


0| make plans for a bang-up Olympiad 


and a track meet without France, 
Great Britain and Germany in the 
contention would not be much of 
an attraction. Finland has a tre- 
mendous investment in the games 
and it may mean bankruptcy for 
someone if they are not held.” 

Erik Frenckell, Vice-Mayor of 
Helsinki and head of the city’s 
Olympic Games Committee, de- 
clared today, “Finland has no in- 
tention of giving up the Olympic 
Games. If the war eontinues un- 
til next year, the committee natur- 
ally will be obliged to meet to con- 
sider the possibility of maintaining 
its original plan.” 

May Drop Winter Ganies. 


When the games were moved ‘to 
Helsinki earlier this year from Ja- 
pan because of the undeclared 
Asiatic war, the city appropriated 


°' $2,500,000 and the nation twice that 


amount to promote the affair. 

A stadium designed to seat 62,000 
with 45,000 permanent seats is in 
the last stages of construction. The 
first apartment houses of the Olym- 
pic Village, intended to house 4000 


9|athletes, have been completed and 


others are being run up speedily. 
Twenty-four apartment. buildings 
are in the group and four are de- 
signed as permanent dwellings for 
workers. 

Only a few days ago the Olympic 
Committee of Finland announced 
that of the many acceptances re- 
ceived from foreign nations, not 
one had been withdrawn as a result 
of the war. 

The confusion surrounding the 
games extends also to the winter 
Olympics, which were given Switz- 
erland after Japan's withdrawal, 
and then passed along to Garmisch- 
Partenkirchen, Germany, because 
no skiing was to be on the program. 
Now they are expected to be aban- 
donéd entirely.

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

SEEK your editorial shoulder for a 

wailing wall to weep over the pass- 
ing of a peach. The Oriental fruit moth, 
a serious threat to all peach varieties, in- 
cidentally, is definitely liquidating that 
grand old variety, the Heath cling. In- 
tensified spray schedules have failed to 
control this particular pest, and so there 
is nothing to do but cut down the long 
list of peaches ripening late in the sea- 
son. It is on these late varieties that the 


MISSOURI UNIVERSITY'S CENTENNIAL. 

The University of Missouri, which begins the ob- 
servance of its centennial year this week, is the 
oldest state university west of the Mississippi River 
and one of the oldest this side of the Appalachians. 
When the University of Wisconsin was established in 
1848, the University of Missouri was already nearly 
10 years old. The University of Illinois did not 
come along for 28 years and it was almost 30 years 
later that the University of Minnesota was started. 

Missouri had not much more than made the change 
from territorial status to statehood when Henry 8. 
Geyer of St. Louis sponsored the bill in the Legisla- 
ture which authorized a State University. We prop- 
erly think of George Caleb Bingham as Missouri's 
“frontier painter,” and yet Bingham had but set 
out on his career in art when the original Academic 
Hall, whose weathered columns still stand on the 
campus at Columbia, was built.. In the White House, 
Martin Van Buren, beset by crop failures and hard 
times, worried about the plight of his country, “Qld 
Bullion” Benton was Senator from Missouri and pro- 
/moting the idea of a railroad west from St. Louis— 
‘an enterprise not started for a decade. 

But the University of Missouri is distinguished by 
more than its 100 years. Over its century it has 
a record of public service primarily to the State 
but through its students, who have gone literally 
everywhere, and through its scientific and cultural 
contributions, to an area that reaches out far beyond 
the boundaries of Missouri. Af that the State 
has invested in the university probably has more 
than been paid back through the agricultural serv- 
ices of the College of Agriculture and the agricultural 
experiment station alone. Soil research at the uni- 
versity has been the means of improving Missouri 
soil, while the development of Korean lespedeza as 
a drouth-resistant pasture, of Columbia oats and a 


fruit moth is so destructive. 

It is particularly tragic that the ven- 
erable Heath cling should be doomed 
along with the other late peaches. It was 
our oldest peach variety, having been 
grown in the colonies before Revolution- 
ary days. 

Down through our history, it has been 
acclaimed our finest canning peach, if 
not our premier eating variety; its habit 
of hanging on the tree until late October, 
if unmolested, seemed to add much to its 
essential deliciousness. 
it improved with age. When carefully 
grown, the Heath cling was invariably lus- 
cious, aromatic and overflowing with a 
juice of sheer nectar. 


The glorified housewives of bygone | 


days who considered a dinner a disgrace 
without three kinds of jellies or preserves 
on the table relied implicitly on Heath 
cling peaches, canned in tin, to give the 
final perfect touch to a “company” meal. 
They contended, from long experience, 
that canning the variety in a tin can 
brought out the exhilarating mellowness 
of the old white clingstone. Glass jars 
were for commonplace peaches such as 
Elberta. 

We shall be definitely impoverished 
with the passing of this fine old peach, 
older than the Constitution itself. It gave 
abundant pleasure to lovers of good 
things to eat over a long span of years. 
It deserves a monument in the memory of 
every lover of fine peaches.

Orient, is the School of Journalism, the first school 
of its kind. For 30 years it has sought not only to 
train students, but to elevate the standard of journal- 
ism through awards for newspapers and newspaper 
men and its annual session of shop talk known as 
“Journalism week.” The School of Law, besides 
| developing many of the lawyers of the State and in 
them many of its public officers, lawmakers and 
Judges, publishes an important legal magazine, the 
Missouri Law Review.

| sity’s past. Today the faculty includes such teachers 
| as Jay William Hudson, philosopher and author of 

“Abbe Pierre,” H. G. Brown, the leading academic 
supporter of the Single Tax doctrine, and Elmer Ellis, 
lively historian, now on a Guggenheim fellowship to 
'write a biography of “Mr. Dooley.” These names 
only suggest the range of faculty, past and present. 
| The University of Missouri has had many mis- 
fortunes, including fire and Civil War, but none 
has been more serious than loss of faculty members 
to institutions with higher salary scales. Frank 
Thilly, philosopher, went to Princeton; B. M. Duggar, 
botanist, to Cornell; Frederick H. Seares, astronomer, 
to the Wilson Observatory; Edgar Allen, anatomist, 
to Yale; Manley Hudson, political scientist, and O. D. 
Kellogg, mathematician, to Harvard; Isidor Loeb to

now in excess of 5000. The faculty is being ex- 
| tended. Missouri has an institution at Columbia in 
_ which it can take pride. It also has an institution 
capable of and requiring enlargement both as to 
| plant and personnel and able to offer more adequate 
compensation. The centennial year should not be all 

celebration. The curators, legislators and alumni and 
friends of the university should spend part of the time 
planning the improvements it needs and deserves.

NEW YORK MAKES A BEGINNING. 

The State of New York, at least, has recognized the 
serious problem presented by our ever-growing aged 
population.

New York, of course, is aware of this, and in 
one of its cities an effort is now being made to pre- 
serve some balance in the working population.

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“IN FOLLY RIPE, IN REASON ROTTEN.” 

Representative Martin Dies, president of the House 
cloakroom’s Demagogues’ Club and chairman of a 
committee that is supposed to be investigating sub- 
versive activities, has raised a how! of injured inno- 
cence because the President has denounced as “sor- 
did” his publication of the names of several hun- 
dred Government employes as members of the League 
for Peace and Democracy, with the implication that 
they are Communists, 

The Post-Dispatch, which denounced this action 
before the President did, believes that his descrip- 
tion of it was an understatement. We have no in- 
tention of defending the league. Its reputation is 
its own concern. But we are intensely jealous of all 
democratic processes. In the United States, one of 
these is the congressional investigation, In the light 
of the President’s castigation and the disclosures of 
the mendacious and meretricious methods of the com- 
mittee, described in a special article in Sunday’s 
Post-Dispatch, it now behooves Mr, Dies to prove 
that he has not flagrantly abused this procedure. 

By his own admission, the committee has been used 
to discredit the New Deal, to smear the CIO and for 
other partisan purposes. Now he has descended to 
character assassination. While independent investi- 


gations show that there are at most 200 Communists: 


in the Federal service and all of these in minor 
posts, Mr. Dies claims that there are almost 3000. 
Does he intend to injure 2800 reputations by issuing 
another list of names? 

Perhaps he had better catch his first hare first. 
Dr. Harry Ward of Union Theological Seminary, New 
York, president of the Peace League, has given him 
the lie direct. Further, he has threatened to sue Mr. 
Dies for libel-if he will repeat his charge that the 
league is a Communist-front agency with a waiver of 
congressional immunity. 

Relatively, this is a minor incident. Far more dan- 
gerous in its potentialities is Mr. Dies’ boast that his 
committee prevented the re-election of Frank Murphy 
as Governor of Michigan. Can it be because the 
Texan has set himself up as an arbiter of elections 
that so few members of Congress have denounced 
his outrageous procedures? Is this why they are 
ready to vote him another $100,000 to continue his 
outrages? Do we have a Goebbels in Washington? 
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SENATOR GLASS ON CASH AND CARRY. 

Senator Glass is strong for embargo repeal, he as- 
serts in an interview, but he views the cash-and-carry 
provision as a “humiligting spectacle.” He can 
scarcely endure seeing “this great nation relinquish- 
ing its rights on the high seas and excessively penal- 
izing its own shipping industry for carrying on its 
legitimate business.” 

Our Government tried to defend its rights at sea 
in the last war. As a result, American ships were 
sunk, American lives were lost, the administration 
engaged in endless note-writing with the belligerents 
and at last went into the war. The fire-eating atti- 
tude taken by Senator Glass, also that expressed 
by ex-Senator Jathes Reed in a recent address, passed 
into public disfavor as a result. : 

Once was enough. Our rights on the high seas are 
fine on paper, just like a pedestrian’s rights at a 
traffic intersection. But with reckless drivers at 
large on the maritime highways, it is the better part 
of wisdom to waive part of those rights temporarily, 
for the sake of preserving a whole skin, 
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THOSE PERVERSE CZECHS. 

The Czechs are a stubborn, perverse people who 
don’t know when they’re whipped—characteristics 
that are giving their present Nazi overlords no little 
trouble and concern. Over the week end came the 
twenty-first anniversary of their late Republic’s found- 
ing. Observance of the day had been strictly for- 
bidden, but the Czechs have had long experience in 
evading a conqueror’s mandates. Thousands of them 
celebrated anyhow, by methods ranging from wearing 
the forbidden national colors to attacks upon the 
German police. Hundreds are under arrest, many 
wounded, several reported killed. It was a futile 
demonstration; futile, that is, for every purpose ex- 
cept to prove that Czech patriotism is not yet dead. 

It is a fierce patriotism that has survived the 
throttling of many conquerors. The Austrians even 
outlawed the Czech language and culture, but they 
could not be extinguished, Despite centuries of alien 
dominance, the Czech people were able almost over- 
night to set up a going nation, one of the most 
democratic in Europe, when deliverance came at 
the end of the last war. And now, as unarmed youths 
fight mounted Nazi police, it is clear that the love of 
liberty fostered by Masaryk and Benes still lives. 

The unfinished Czecho-Slovak pavilion at the New 
York World’s Fair bears across its facade the stirring 
prophecy of Comenius, Bohemian educator of 300 
years ago: “After the tempest of wrath has passed, 
the rule of the country will return to thee, O Czech 


people.”

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PENALTIES OF LEGISLATIVE DELAY. 

What price is Missouri paying for the failure of its 
last Legislature to enact a marriage health law? Dr. 
Lee D. Cady, former president of the St. Louis Med- 
ical Society, gave a partial estimate in an address 
last week end. More than 1800 babies suffering from 
congenital syphilis are born in the State each year, 
Dr. Cady said. Of this number, about 600 die; many 
of the survivors become dependents of the State and

Births of diseased infants would be materially re- 
duced—in fact, almost eliminated—were a pre-mari- 
tal examination law in effect. Together with such 
a statute, Dr. Cady and other medical authorities 
advocate a law requiring blood tests of all expectant 
mothers, so that curative measures may begin at birth.

now. We need it if we are able to rémain 

neutral. We need it if we are forced into 
the world’s wars. 

Let us not spend all our time looking at 
the hideous autocratic political institutions 
of totalitarian countries. Let us spend a 
little time looking at a fact which is really 
and truly threatening to us. Those countries 
work, and they work for lower costs. 

Do I therefore advocate their govern- 
mental economic methods? No, precisely the 
contrary. This is America, and it can vin- 
dicate Woodrow Wilson’s prophecy: “The 
highest and best form of efficiency is the 
spontaneous co-operation of a free people.” 

There can be—and there is—such a thing 
as pro-consumer collective bargaining. It 
requires an intelligent realization of the 
desirability of co-operation between employ- 
er and employe not only for a better wage 
but for better—and more—work. 

The first time I ever heard this forcefully 
stated was by Sidney Hillman, head of the 
Amalgamated Clothing Workers. At a con- 
vention of that extraordinary union, many 
years ago, some earnest left-wing Socialists 
seemed to aspire to establish shop conditions 
that would ruin the employers, Hillman ex- 
claimed to them: 

“You ‘hope’ that some day the working 
people will own this industry. Look! Do 
you want to wreck the house before you 
move into it? Don’t deceive yourselves. It 
is best for everybody—Socialist or anti- 
Socialist—that this house should be a good 
house now.” 

Mr. Hillman has followed that ideal con- 
tinuously. Year after year, month after 
month, the Amalgamated helps employers to 
get out more product under arrangements 
which safeguard the union's special aim of 
more work for its members. 

* * * 

The first stage in the growth of pro- 
consumer collective. bargaining is a “crea- 
tive” interest in work—honest, full-bodied, 
full-brained work. 

I recently stood in a plant, in Belleville, 
Ill—once the stove-making center of the 
United States. It is wholly unionized. It 
formerly had 2500 foundry workers. Now 
it has only 750. Two reasons: the depres- 
sion, and, more decisively, high costs. 

In the firm I visited, the Enterprise Foun- 
dry Co., every man belongs to an AFL union. 
Quite orthodox. All the men devoted—a few 
months ago—to the old principle: “We get 
the wage. Let the boss take the worry.” 

The head of the company is Arthur O. 
Spoeneman. He inherited the plant. The 
workmen have known him as “Arthur” ever 
since he was born. Last summer he got 
tired of worrying, tired of losing customers, 
tired of taking losses. Southern towns of- 
fered him land for nothing, even a new 
factory gratis, and no taxes for years. He 
decided to move. A committee of all the 
unions in the plant came to plead with him. 

“Boys, I'm sorry, but I have no choice, 
You mean well, but you've fixed it so I 
can’t stay here. Wages per hour are not 
too high, but costs are. The wages aren't 
producing the goods—in quality or in quan- 
tity. I'm going.” 

Later the committee came back, and said: 
“Arthur, we'll make you a proposition. You 
agree to stay in Belleville for 10 years. We 
agree to sign notes putting $175,000 into the

you say?” ~*~ 

“Okay,” ‘said Mr. Spoeneman. “I'll stay. 
And no wage cuts. But you produce! And 
I mean produce. We'll have a Policy Coms 
mittee to report to, eight men from the | 
unions and three from the management. But 
there’s still something more. Jyst to show 
you how tough this game is, I’m goisig to 
put some of you on the road.” 

He started with two men from the shop, 
men who knew stoves. When they returned, 
their orations to the Policy Committee and 
to the men in the shop were electrical. 
Customers are hard. They are exacting. 
They see defects. They always want to 
save a nickel. They always want something 
better. We can’t sell our stuff unless we 
keep on improving it—and keep on holding 
down the price. 

“Now,” said Mr. Spoememan to me, “I 
don’t have to go around turning off the 
lights. The men are more interested in 
economy than Iam. They are more against 
shop siackers than I am. They are more 
for efficiency and productivity than I ever 
was. And they bring in new ideas all the 
time for making better stoves. What's the 
answer? It’s not .the $175,000, that made 
the big splash in the papers. It’s that these 
boys are getting sales-conscious.” 

Here is unionization and collective bar- 
gaining; here, too, is labor’s awakened con- 
sciousness—of the consumer. That is the 
vital point—labor’s participation in the prob- 
lem of sales and in the headaches of man- 
agement,

Public opinion is hardening against un- 
ions and associations of employers which 
use their power, separately or in concert, 
to thwart the interests of the consumer and 
of the country, Every experiment in en- 
larged service, whether by a union or by a 
corporation or by the two together, is re- 
ceived with applause. We are slowly—all 
too slowly—groping our way toward two 
things. Let us face them: 

1, Labor has to become more than labor. 
The early American artisan both made and 
sold his product. He saw the whole eco- 
nomic process, Today the American artisan 
must be enabled—in every degree possible— 
to have that same vision. Only thén can 
he have a consciousness of the part he is 
playing in our national destiny; only then 
can he play that part with the full force of 
an informed free man. 

2. Management has to become more than 
Management. It has to follow William F. 
Batt, head of the great SKF Industries, into 
realizing that “management has other obliga- 
tions than to earn dividends for stockhold- 
ers.” Management has an obligation to em- 
ployes and an obligation to customers. In 
sum, it has an obligation to “the common 
whifare of the whole people.” 

Economic vision for labor, and economic 
national purpose for management and labor 
together: those are the terms of a volun- 
tary spontaneous national unity 
which the waves of totalitarianism will beat 
in vain. For voluntary national unity will 
outmatch any coerced unity ever devised.

Financing Latin America

RESIDENT ROOSEVELT, in a recent 
press conference, mentioned the possibil- 
ity that the United States Government might 
extend gold credits to some of the Latin 
American countries for the purpose of help- 
ing to stabilize their currencies. This pro- 
posal should not be confused with the vari- 
ous suggestions of extending medium-term 
or long-term credits for the purchase of 
goods in the United States, 

In the first place, not all the countries 
of Latin America need stabilization loans, 
whereas all except Argentina want capital, 
and with all of them the United States is 
anxious to increase its trade. In the next 
place, the granting of a stabilization loan is 
Lact necessarily a function that could or 
should be performed by private banks. While 
there are disadvantages, there are also ad- 
vantages, in having this done through @ 
governmental lending agency. 

The extension of commercial credits, on 
the other hand, is a function which very 
definitely belongs in the hands of private 
banks rather than of governmental agen- 
cies. 

While it is obviously desirable to em 
large the trade between the United States 
and Latin America, this must be, in the 
final analysis, on a basis of exchange rath 
er than of loans. Jesse Jones put it well in 
his recent letter to the National Foreign 
Trade Council, when he said that, while 
credit can help, “the only permanent solu 
tion is real trade, where we buy as well 
as sell—somewhat as our seafaring ances 
tors used to do when the ship captain was 
the trader.” 


The trouble is to find things to buy in 
Latin America which we can use. Until 
'we find such articles, it is folly to advance 
large sums to finance selling:to Latin Amer 
ica. This becomes a form of international 
pump-priming, with all present signs indi- 
cating that it will not work. 

The idea that loans create trade is open 
to grave question. For a brief period, loans 
give the illusion of increased trade. But 
as a rule, a loan is little more than a “shot 
in the arm.” Direct investments, on the 
other hand, especially those in productive 
properties, tend to maintain and slowly in- 
crease the volume of trade. 

While this generalization is subject to 
certain qualifications, its pertinence is at- 
tested by the fact that one of the proposals 
being considered calls for an increase 
direct investments in Latin America. 

We have long maintained that the good- 
neighbor policy must, in the final analysis, 
rest on economic realities. This means that 
there must be economic co-operation be 
tween the two Americas. This, in turn, I= 
plies respect for rights already acquired 
well as guaranties that future rights will be 
respected and promises will be honored.

One of her greatest triumphs 
came as late as 1938, her perform- 
ance of Mrs. O’Leary in the motion 
picture of “In Old Chicago,” a per- 
formance that won her the Motion 
Picture Academy award. 

Miss Brady, whose mother was 
Rose Rene, a Parisian singer, start- 
ed out to be an opera singer and 
studied at the Boston Conservatory 
of Music, but after singing the leads 
in several Gilbert and Sullivan op- 
erettas, she turned to. serious 
drama. 

In 1912 she won her first fame as 
a straight dramatic actress when 
she played Meg in “Little Women,” 
and this triumph carried her on to 
stardom in silent pictures in such 
film as “Bought and Paid For” and 
“The Gilded Cage.”

THREE ALSATIAN PARTIES 
LIQUIDATED BY FRENCH 


Five Yéars in Prison for Circulation 
of Anything Tending to Per- 
petuate Beliefs. 

PARIS, Oct. 30 (AP). — Premier 


Daladier yesterday barred three Al- 
sace-Lorraine parties which were 
‘controlled by Dr. Karl Roos, ex- 


ecuted Friday as a German spy. 
The orders not only dissolved the 
organizations but forbade under 
penalty of five years in prison and 
a heavy fine the circulation of any- 
thing which might perpetuate the 
parties’ beliefs. 

The parties were described as key 
units of agitation for separation 
from France of the two provinces 
won back from Germany at the end 
of the World War.

She Is Accused of Leading 
Espionage Ring That Worked 
for Several Nations, 


GENEVA, Oct. 30 (AP).—A dark- 
eyed dancer of Italian birth, ac- 
cused of leading a spy ring working 
for several foreign governments, 
went on trial today with three men. 

Virginia Capt Rota, 35-year-old 
performer from the night clubs of 
Rome, Paris and Madrid, has been 
in jail since last Dec. 19. 

Swiss counterespionage opera- 
tives charged they caught her and 
Roger Joel, 35, a draftsman once 


employed in a Swiss arms factory, 
as they tried to cross into France 
carrying plans for a new anti-air- 
craft gun and other military in- 
formation from Switzerland and 
other countries. 

Authorities said the dancer twice 
went on hunger strikes and once 
tried suicide by slashing her wrists 
with broken glass. Finally she was 
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placed in a prison hospital under 
24-hour guard. 

A Magistrate’s report said that 
Paul Rochat, another of the four 
and former operator of a private 
detective agency in Geneva, deliv- 
ered information concerning Swiss 
national defense to the Consul-Gen- 
eral of Italy. 

Rochat, whose arrest was due 
partly to tips from French agents 
who trailed hir- through Tunisia 
and Algieria in January, was said 
to be the ring’s contact man with 
representatives of foreign govern- 
ments. 

The trial was held behind locked 
doors before five Federal judges. 

The prosecution said the maxi- 
mum.penalty would ” equested as 
Switzerland was in the midst of 
an anti-espionage drive. 

When the four were arrested, the 
maximum was five years in prison, 
but all are charged with treason. 
All are Swiss citizens. 

Although the dancer is of Italian 
parentage, she became a natural- 
ized Swiss after being married to 
a Swiss from whom she later was 
divorced. 

From the beginning of 1939 to 
the start of the war, the police have 
arrested about 300 persons accused 
of espionage, since then, scores have 
been jailed and many more ordered 
out of the country. 

The Federal Government has au- 
thorized the army to help in spy- 
chasing, giving it extraordinary 
powers of search, telephone-tapping 
and letter-opening.

Wyoming Explosion May Have 
Been Set Off by Rifle 
Bullet.

ROCK SPRINGS, /yo., Oct. 30

boys were killed yesterday by an 
explosion which Sheriff M. J. 
Dankowski said was a dynamite 
blast set off by a rifle bullet. 

The splintered stock of a rifle 
the boys had borrowed for a hunt- 
ing trip was found near the crater 


dug by the biast. 

The dead: 

O’Dean Grant, 11 years old, and 
his brother, Gordon, 9; Donald 
Cooper, 8; David Chamberlain, 7, 
and Velentino Herrero, 12. . 

The explosion left a hole three 
feet in diameter and 18 inches deep. 
On nearby telegraph lines dangled 
pieces of boys’ clothing. The bodies 
were so badly torn that identifica- 
tion was possible only through 
pieces of clothing. 

Sheriff Dankowski said paper 
that might have been used in wrap- 
ping dynamite sticks was found 
near the scene, 
found a hole he believed was made 
by a .22-caliber bullet. The Sheriff 
asked for aid of mining men in 
studying the wrappings, in an at- 
tempt to learn where the explosive 
was obtained. 

Windows of several residences 
were broken by the blast. Scrub 
Greasewood, nearly six feet high, 
was leveled for a 15-foot radius 
around the crater. 

The boys might have found some 
dynamite in the nearby mining dis- 
trict, the Sheriff said, and exploded 
it by firing a rifle bullet into one 
of the sticks.

TO SELL SHORT-TERM BONDS 


Agency Expects to Save $14,400,000 
in Interest Using Private 
Money. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 30 (AP).— 


Administrator Nathan Straus said 
yesterday the United States Hous- 


ing Authority would invite the pri- 
vate money market to invest’ in 
$770,000,000 or short term slum 
clearance and low cost housing se- 
curities in the next calendar year. 

For example, he said, a local Hous- 
ing Authority planning a $1,000,000 
structure would obtain from USHA 
a commitment of Federal funds to 
cover 90 per cent of the cost. It 
would then offer to the lowest in- 
terest bidder $1,000,000 of non-calla- 
ble securities to mature within six 
months. 

Just before the date of maturity 
USHA would deposit with the 
nearest Federal Reserve bank $1,- 
000,000 to redeem the securities. 


Straus estimated that local hous- 


ing authorities would save $14,400,- 
000 during the year that private 
capital financed the $770,000,000 of 
contemplated construction. This, 
he added, would result from antici- 
pated sales of the securities for 2 
per cent less interest than the usual 
3 to 3% per cent charged by USHA 
when projects were financed wholly 
from Government loans, repayable 
within 20 years. 

The notes, he said, would be ex- 
empt from Federal taxes and,’ in 
most instances, from state taxes. 


SHOE FACTORY TO PAY BACK 
$3200 IN WAGE ASSIGNMENTS 


‘Bonne Terre Employes to Recever 


10 Pct. of Pay Collected in Vio- 
lation of Wage-Hour Law. 


Employes of a shoe factory at 
Bonne Terre, Mo., who were re- 
quired to contribute 10 per cent of 
their wages to help pay for the 
building in which they worked, will 


get their money back, it was 
learned today. The Federal Wage- 
Hour Administration ruled that 
such assessments were illegal when 
they reduced wages below the 
minimum of 25 cents an hour. 

Samuel B. Livingston, vice-presi- 
dent and general] manager of the 
firm, the Chester A. Yard Shoe Co., 
told a Post-Dispate hreporter that 
approximately $3200 would be re- 
paid to 90 or more workers. The 
money was collected on wage as- 
signments and turned over to the 
Bonne Terre Chamber of Com- 
merce, which erected the building, 
Livingston, said, adding, “But we 
have to pay it back.” 

The shoe firm is withdrawing 
from Bonne Terre because it found

For Making — 
Tasty Rolls 


Dough Easier ta Knead if 
Shortening Is Added 
Last, Says Writer. 


By Edith M. Barber 


6¢6HERE is nothing that I like 
Te do so much in the line 
of cooking as to make up a 
batch of rolls,” remarked a friend 
of mine the other day. And then 
she went on to ask me all sorts of 
questions in regard to the method 
of mixing that I preferred, followed 
by questions as to time of rising, 
baking—in fact, there were so many 
that I immediately decided that it 
must be time for me to take up 
this subject in this column. . 
The recipes below will give you 
the ingredients and the general 
methods. And now for the, rea- 
sons for my choice, Of course, the 
liquid must*be lukewarm before it 
is combined with yeast. If it is 
hot, the yeast plants will be killed, 
and the dough will not rise. If it 
is cold the.time of rising will be 
increased. The amount of yeast 
given today is for the quick proc- 
ess which will allow you ‘to have 
hot rolis for dinner in five hours, 
from the time the sponge. is mixed. 
You may have this by doubling 
the amount of yeast, and if You 
would like to set the bread ovér 
night, in the old-fashioned manner, 
you may use one-fourth cake, in- 
stead of a whole cake. 
Sugar is added to the recipe for 
two: reasons. A small amount will 
hasten the rising; a larger amount 
may slow it slightly but is used 
for the sake of flavor. When you 
read the recipes, you will notice 
that I suggest adding melted short- 
ening last. You may think that 
it is easier to add it to the liquid. 
You will find, however, that your 
bread is much easier to knead and 
that you will need no more flour, 
during the process, if the addition 
of the shortening is deferred. 
Just a word about temperatures 
for baking. Rolls demand a hot 
oven throughout the period. Bread 
may have a hot oven at first and 
then a lower or a moderate tem- 
perature throughout the baking. 


WHITE BREAD. 


One-half yeast cake, two cups 
milk, scalded and cooled to luke- 
warm, two tablespoons sugar, two 
teaspoons salt, six to seven cups 
flour and two tablespoons melted 
shortening, 

Crumble yeast into a bowl, add 
milk slowly and stir to dissolve 
yeast. Stir in sugar and salt. Add 
about four cups of flour and stir 
vigorously, Add rest of flour grad- 
ually and melted shorteniny, using 
just enough flour to form a dough 
which will not cling to bowl. Turn 
out on floured board and knead 
about five minutes until dough is 
smooth. Put in a bowl and let 
rise over hot, not boiling, water 
until] double in bulk. Cut down, 
toss on floured board and knead 
until smooth. Shape and put into 
baking pans, cover and let rise 
over hot water until double in 
bulk. Bake in a hot oven 450 de- 
grees F., for about ten minutes, un- 
til surface begins to brown. Re- 
duce temperature to moderate 350 
degrees and finish baking. Total 
time should be about one hour. 
Takes about six hours for comple 
tion. 

STANDARD ROLLS. 


(Takes about five hours.) 

One cake compressed yeast, one 
cup milk, scalded and cooled to 
lukewarm, one-fourth cup sugar, 
one-half teaspoon salt, one egg, 
four cups flour and one-third cup 
melted shortening. 

Crumble yeast into a bowl, add 
milk slowly and stir to dissolve 
yeast. Stir in sugar, beaten egz 
and half the flour, Stir in rest of 
flour and melted shortening and 
mix well. Turn out on floured 
board and knead two or three min- 
utes until you have a smooth 
dough. Put'in a bowl, cover and 
let rise over hot, not boiling water, 
until double in bulk. Cut down, 
toss on floured board and knead 
until smooth. Shape, place on bak- 
ing pans, cover and let rise over 
hot water until double in bulk. 
Bake in a hot oven 400 degrees F. 
15 to 20 minutes until light brown. 
Remove from oven and brush tops 
with melted butter. 


PARKER HOUSE ROLLS. 
When dough has risen to double 
in bulk, roll the dough on a floured 
board until it is about one-half inch 
thick. Cut with a small biscuit cut- 
ter into rounds, Crease these with 
the dull side of a knife just a lit- 
tle to one side of the middle. Brush 
the smaller side with melted butter 
and fold over the wider vide. Place 
far enough apart to prevent them 
from touching one another. Let 
rise until double in bulk. Bake 
in a hot oven, 400 degrees F., for 
15 to 20 minutes. Remove from 
oven and brush tops with melted 
butter. 3 

CINNAMON BUNS. 


Roll dough into long strips, four 
inches wide and one-fourth inch 
thick. Sprinkle with butter 
creamed with four times as much 
sugar, seedless raisins, citron cut 
in small pieces and cinnamon, Roll 
like jellyroll, cut into small pieces, 
place in greased muffin pans and 
sprinkle with brown sugar. Let 
rise until double. Bake in a mod- 
erate oven, 350 degres F., about 
20 minutes. 

NUT STICKS. 

Roll dough one inch thick, cut

No. According to a London 

physician, physical fitness and ath- 

letic efficiency are by no means the 


}same thing. A man may be phys-| 


ically fit and yet be a very poor 
athlete. Many star athletes are 
discovered in the midst of their 
careers to have tuberculosis—even 
extensive tuberculosis. The factors 
that make for athletic efficiency 
are difficult to define or detect, 
and simple tests are probably as 
satisfactory as more elaborate meth- 
ods. The best methods measure 
the response of the circulation to 
effort—pulse rate and blood pres- 
sure. But blood pressure tests are 
fallacious on account of the emo- 
tional factor. The rate at which 
the pulse slows after a_ short, 
intense effort is the most reliable 
test. The superman athiete has a 
superiority of only about 4 per 
cent over the first class athlete, 
but that 4 per cent does the trick. 


Are some people more suscepti- 
ble.to insect bites than others, just 
as some are more susceptible to 
plant conducts—poison ivy and hay 
fever?

“California, and particularly San 
Francisco Bay region, abounds in 
fleas, which do not encroach on the

This usually takes sev- 
eral months to several years, and 
in rare instances is never ac- 
quired.” 

There is definite evidence that 
the fleas’ selection of their victims 
is not a matter of chance. The flea 
knows who will be poisoned by his 
bite! The flea antigen desersitizes 
against the reaction of flea bites. 


Questions and Answers.

Answer: The danger of the open 
can is contamimation with germs. 
not the metal of the can. Processed 
foods are more liable to contamina- 
tion than others because in the 
processing they come to resemble 
bacterial culture media. Besides, 
processed foods left in the can are 
more liable to be eaten without 
recooking, whereas raw foods have 
the advantage of the germ-killing 
qualities of cooking. Of course, 
then, ptomaine poisoning can result 
from eating food left in an open 
can,

Answer: Probably the exertion
